Another one of Rachel's qualities was her fairness towards others. 
Heidi Ter Har wrote “I admire the way you treated everyone equally.” Rachel 


was an all around good hearted friend and classmate. 


Rachel was involved in choir throughout both her middle school and 
high school years. She preformed with style and grace. Singing was one of her 
specialties. Not only was Rachel an exceptional singer, she was also a splendid 
actress. Rachel played Aladdin's mother in her 8th grade play, “Aladdin” in 

Mrs. Brown’s advanced the- 
ater class. Though Rachel ex- 
celled in Choir and Drama, she 
was also a competitive athlete. 
During Middle School she par- 
ticipated in Volleyball, Basket 
ball, and Softball. She played
